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Self-Contained Classrooms Aid 
Education, Superintendent Says

Seventh and eighth graders 
get a better education in self- 
contained classrooms than they 
do in departmentalized junior 
high schools, Superintendent J. 
H. Hull told the Torrance Ed- 
ration Advisory Committee last 

Monday.
"The Torranc* system of hav­ 

ing1 seventh and eighth in the 
name classroom all day, except 
for shop and homemaking in­ 
struction, makes for a better 
educational prograbi," he said.

"Any teacher worth hig salt 
Individualizes instruction," Hull 
said "Children grow mentally at 
different rates and can't be 

out of the same book. It

is too easy for the teacher in 
the departmentalized classroom 
to fafl back on the same book 
for everybody."

He pointed out that the self- 
contained classroom had been 
adopted here in 1948, after, con­ 
siderable study. The self-con­ 
tained plan not only is more ed­ 
ucationally sound, but cheaper 
to operate, he said, since junior 
high plants are as expepsive as 
high schools.

Hull also urged T.E.A.C. mem­ 
bers to leave church and other 
organizations a' job to do.
